Cincinnati, Jlay 18.--Tae8day in th 
Scott J^ksou trial was entirrly dt votiMi 
to argument for the defonso. At th 
opening of court Colonel Crawford said: 

"Gtontlemeuof the jury, I am hei-e 
todiqr. after Uiteningto the erideiice, 
to my what I can for thii unhappy stu- 
dent, who is now entangled in the 
clutches of the Lvw. When the police 
force of the city of Cinoiiinati judge 
man guilty they make )iim out gidlty. 
I tell yon that Scott Jackaon WM ad 
judged yntltjbgr FltBmmer, Crlm and 
McDermott at Oreencastle on the 5th 
of February. Who are these great 
Bleuths ? Who is Crim V Who is Mc 
Dermott? Who is Plummer? Why 
Orim Bays on the witness stand he had 
bjljNi a detectlTe but for one jear, and I 
Wijientaad that IfoDormott iiamen 
Inmr for Ifayor Caldwell, and aa for 
Prammer, he Is a good collector of taxes, 
but what lie doesn't know about detec 
tive work would ftU a book. Where 
were Hazen, the chief of deieotiTcs of 
the Cincinnati police foroe, and the 
other bona fide deteottrei over there, as 
Mr. Schuuck and Mr. Crawford ? Ivook 
to whom this case has been intrusted ! 

"I do not question tlie festiiuiiiiy of 
Mayor Caldwell or Crim or McDermott 
•or Pluiumer, they were telling the 
truth. I did not cross-examine the 
pwnifats of the dead girl. I have the 
greatest respect and the greatest sym- 
pathy for them. My heart goes out to 
th(^ in their sorrow, but, gentlemen of 
the' Jury, there are two sides to this 
qms&qn. We hare here the mother 
and irister of this unfortunate man; this 
man who is a rictlm ot the most das- 
tardly perseoation at the bands of a re- 
lentless police. 

"I tell you the perseoation this man 
was subjected to was ontiageoas. Think 
of the sweating process he was subject- 
ed to, of the long days and sleepless 
nights, without having a chance to re- 
move his clothing. He was subjected 
to a steady fire of questions by police, 
newspaper men and the hundreds of vis- 
itors. The Spanish iuquisitiou pules 
into insignificance. 

"Gentlemen of the jury, I am ^oiug 
to tire you and I know I am Romg to 
tire myself in covering this case. I am 
going into the facts. 1 am Koinj,' to 
cover every point in a clear, uniinpas- 
sioned way. I duii'r care if people do 
say 1 did not make a great speech. I 
ain after the facts and tlie truth. 

The speaker began to examine and 
diuBcuss the evidence in the trial. Jac k- 
son's conduct with I'earl i5rvan was 
reprehensible, he admitted, but he diii 
not consider the act as guilty iw tliat of 
the man wlio ruined tlie girl. 

For some time Colonel Crawford 
dwelt upon the testimony of Will 
Wood, whom he d(>noiineed in unmeas- 
ured terms. Wnnd, lie said, is "an in- 
fernal little scoundrel," and lie referred 
to the numerous (ireeueastle depositions 
which contradict the testimony of the 
preacher's son. 

"Scott Jackson," he continued, "has 
been painted as a traveled experienced 
man of the world. Upon this point we 
fined that when he was a little buy his 
old father took him on his ship across 
tho ocean several times." 

As to the Indianapolis episode, he dis- 
missed it 08 a not nnnraal experience in 
student life. 

The speaker next touched upon the 
Jersey City indictment which charged 
Boott Jackson with embezzleinout, bat 
•aid that the prosecution failed to prove 
that he even was arrested. 

**Scott Jackson came to Oreencastle 
In the holidays of '04-'85,,when he met 
Pearl Bryan. Did he go out there for 
the purpose of dissipation, did he go out 
there to loaf i No, sir, he went there to 
work and earn his liTing, and he worked 
In the office of Or. Qillespie that spring 
imd summer. And what was his repu- 
tation ? Not a witness said it was bad; 
not one person came here and said his 
npntation was questionable, but many 
came and said his reputation was good; 
that it was good morally; that it was 
good in regard to veracity and truthful- 
ness." 

Colonel Crawford then read the let- 
ters Jackson wrote Pearl Brvan. He 
then (liseusscd the letters, pointing out 
vividly and eloquently that the com- 
munications wei-e entirely free of any 
nu ntion or suspicion of wrong-doing or 
even intimate l i iendly relations between 
JiK-kson uiul Miss Uryan before the 
Christmas liuliilavsof "iC.-Uti. 

Attorney C'rawl'ord was internipiid 
by tho court, and the noon reci'ss was 
ordered. 

In the afternoon Attorney Crawford 
at once resumed his sjieech m the jiris- 
ouer's defen.se, telling liow he had been 
persecuted by tlie Cincinnati police 
oilicialH and Sheriff Plummer from the 
time of hia amn vattt takeo aoiQa* tbe 
river. 

• And now for tho Caldwell guards," 
said the speaker. "Here was Pinkard 
who said he and his wife went out that 
Friday night for a pleasure wslk and 
that the ruin did not begin until after 
they returned home late. I hoi>«' we 
set at rest their testimony and that of 
the otheis when we iutrodueeti tlie 
■lanal scr^'ice ptHoer and proved that

The speaker pointed out that in all 
pidlialiUity Coa<;linian Jackson could 
not twice have crossed the Newpnjrt 
bridge w'thout paying his fare. A 
frightened darky, as the coachman says 
he was, v ould not return to hitch a 
horse he had never se«l, IrlUUl iM had 
once started to run. 

"Colonel Nelson said he could get 
along without Coachman Jackson's 
story, but . c does not get along without 
it. .'i tlie jury do not believe tlie coach- 
man's story, this defendant can not bo 
held for any crime in Kentucky," ex- 
claimed Crawford. 

He reviewed minutely the evidence 
which bore upon Coachman Jackson's 
exploits at Springfield, O. 

Tho date when Scott Jackson had his 
beard shaved was coiwidc^red. The pros- 
ecution intimated that Jackaon had his 
beard shaved after the murder, but 
there were nine witnesses, Crawford 
showed, who tcstifjr that JadigNn's 
beard was shaTW dlf Kidaj iSoniiag, 
Jan. 31. 

"Now Wallingford and hisllittle black 
aateUite, Allen Johnson," to whom 
Crawford referred as an imp of dadc- 
ness. "say that on the nighl th«r saw 
Pearl Bryan and the two dihtA sCn- 
dents, Jackson wore a beard. By their 
own months they show that the night 
the prisoner was In the saloon with the 
girl most have preceded Friday. 

"The testimony of the McNevins 
alone is enough to prove Scott Jack* 
son's innooenoe," wged Crawford, 
"and the only evidence that he left the 
house is the testimony of the illustrious 
Wallingford, Allen Johnson and of 
George Jackson. 

"Why, the medical experts say the 
body had lain at Fort Thomas lU to 14 
hours," exclaimed Mr. Crawford. "If 
it was there only 10 hours the corpse 
was lying on Locke's farm at 0:80 
o'clock, when Scott Jackson was still in 
his room, and half an hour after he told 
Miss Minnie McNevlu $0 MfU if 
her tooth ached." 

At 4:"J0 o'clock the speaker cauglit 
Commonwealth's Attorney Lockhart 
consulting )us watch. "I am not near- 
ly througli, " he s-aid; "I jiroixjse to con- 
tinue tomorrow in my plain way vntil 
1 have iiiiislicd with this case."

IN MEMORY OF A HERO. 

Tb* Great |St>tu« of General Haaooek at 

WanIilnKtoii I'livrilrd. 

WashisiiTos, May i:}.— With impos- 
ing ceremonies the heroic equestrian 
statue of Majc^ Qeneral Wiufield Scott 
Hancock was nnvMlled here yesterday 
afternoon before an immense gather* 
ing, which included President Cleve- 
land, Vice President Steven.son r:id rep- 
resentatives of the supreme court, the 
diplomatic corps, both bodies of con- 
gress and army veterans and coUoagnes 
of the late general.

The unveiling was preceded by a mil- 
itary demonstration. iTmr companies 
ot artillery marching as infantrr, four 
companies of marines, with the ICariuo 
bandTLight battary B, Third artUletr, 
a squadron from the Sixth cavalry, the 
full district militia and nnmerons mili- 
tary organizations, including the Second 
army corps, at the head of which (Gen- 
eral Hancock achieved his greatest vic- 
tories, participated in the parade. 

Brigadier General Brooke, command- 
ing the department of the Dakotas, U. 
S. A., was the grand manhal of the 
day. 

"Tho exerdiwa opened with a prayer by 
Right Rev. James Y. Satterlee, bisho]) 
of Washington. The principal address 
was delivered by Senator John M. 
Palmer of Illinois, major general of tho 
United Stares volunteers during tho 
war. A salute was fired as the unveil- 
ing i f the statue took place. .Seven 
hundred invited fri(>nds gathered at cha 
scene, including many relatives and 
friends of the decoased general. 

The statue stands in the heart of tlio 
business district of Washington. It is 
the work of Henry J. Kllicott, tlu^ lettcd 
sculptor, ami its toial liciglit is feet

Considerable oratory was indulged in 
over the headlines of one of tho morn- 
ing uewsj)api'rs, which made it appear 
that a conference delegate had de- 
nounced the Christian Kiideavor .society 
as idiotic because it had prayed for the 
conversion of Colonel IngersoU. The 
ftoriu (piickly blow over, however. 

The resolution asking for the appoint- 
ment of a constitutional committee to 
revise the constitution of the church 
was iutrotluced. It provides for a com- 
mittee to meet at Chicago which is to 
formulate a constitution which will 
meet the world-wide scope ot tho 
church. Referred to the committee on 
constitution. 

Till.' shortness of the session and the 
failiue of the conference to transact 
much business was due to the delay of 
the committees in preparing their re- 
ports. 

The committee on missions in the 
afternoon considered the request of the 
conference of India that missionary 
work be done among the educated peo- 
ple of that country. A memorial was 
received requesting that all appropria- 
tions for missions be made speoiflo in- 
stead of faneral. Both were referred 
to snbcommllkees. The committee rec- 
ommended that the contingent fond of 
the missionary societies be increased 
from 135.000 to $.50,000. 

The woman deleguto question pupped 
up fiercely in the committee when 
South America asked that lay mission- 
aries be seated in the missionary annual 
conferences. Many of these lay mis- 
sionaries are women and it was argued 
that their being a part of the aunUiOl 
conference would allow them to be dele- 
gates to tlie conference. There was a 
hot discussion and tho matter was held 
in abeyance, but will probably be set- 
tled by allowing l.ay missionaries to 
occupy seats in conference but not to 
vote. 

Tln^ book concern committeo dis- 
cus.sed and will i)robably recommend 
that the cliurch jouruul be uubliahed in 
Spanish f'>r the benefit of itadoo and 

South America. 

The eduiatioii committee decided 
against tln^ propositiuii to consolidate 
all the educational insf it iitions, a course 
of procee<luru recommendedon the score 
of economy. 

There was a lively timi> at the meet- 
ing of tho church e.\teiision committee 
over some seven> ciiiicisin ui the linan- 
cial iiiaiiaLieiMent ■ if I lie (. 'hurch Kxteii- 
sioii sociei \ , The society loaiis money 
to weak churches with whicli to biiiUi, 
taking nil irfgages, The complaint was 
that often those mortgages were worth- 
less and the interest not paid. l{ev. 
Dr. Kynett, the secretaiy, made vigor- 
ous answer that they were a great 
church ami not a money-making corpo- 
ration; that it would discourage tho 
spread of the church and tho gospel to 
be too exacting, and that to press for 
tho lust penny used for Christ was not 
in lino with true Methodism. Tho com- 
mittee upheld Dr. Kyuett. 

The Lpworth league committee ile- 
batud the proposition to recognize tiie 
league of tho only young People's so- 
ciety in the church. This was hotly 
opposed on the gronud (hat it would 
drive many young people iyoM of the 
church. 

At the meeting of the committee on 
Episcopacy lust night Dr. J. ¥. Goucher 
of Baltimore, f(ir the subcommittee to 
consider the advisability of electing 
more blsho]js, rej^urted that Bisitups 
liowman and Foster and Missioutuy 
Bishop William Taylor were worn out 
and iueiUcieut and recommended that 
two additional bishops be elected to 
stren^heu the board. Or. D. H. If core 
of Omdnnati moved to make the num- 
ber four, and his motion w^p supported 
Dr. Oraw, Dr. LeoS^ttd and bv.

Six Russian 
worships are there as well as the De- 
troit, Yorktowu, Olympia and Machias 
of the United States navT. The dis- 
patch adds that ililaBSe ewitement pre- 
vails at Chefoo. 

A dispatch to Tho Globe from Shang- 
hai says that the Russians have seized 
Lot 1 2 of tho British concession at Che- 
foo in defiance of all legal and treaty 
riglits. 

Tho (ilobe's editorial comment on the 
dispatch from Shanghai contains the re- 
mark that: "The seriousness of the 
news from Chefoo can not be overesti- 
mated. The action taken is in direct 
contravention of existing Uws and 
treaties and can not be viewed br Great 
Britain as othelr than an nnfriendly 
act."

A IlookniiKlvr Shot and luHtitally Killt'd 
HU Wife. 

Chicaqo, May 18.— Daniel McCarthy, 
formerly of Cincinnati, an expert book- 
binder who had been separated from 
his wife for a week or more on account 
of a drinking spell, yesterday went to 
the tlat iK'cupied by her mother, on Illi- 
nois street. The wife, thinking that he 
had come to reform, met him ut the 
door with her arms extendi i. Instead 
of responding he drew a pistol and fired 
twice in succession. Both bullets en- 
tered her face and she died instantly. 

The murderer then fled, and, up to 
this time has not been captured. They 
came here a couple of years ago from 
Cincinnati, and her mother, Mrs. 
Grover, said that the family was well 
known there. She did not wish to 
give any names. The father is dead. 
McCarthy was a skilled workman, earn- 
ing big wages, but ubusi'd his wife 
shamefully when drunk. She had tiie 
reimtation of being a patient wo-uau 
and as (jbedient us a child. 

Investigation develops the fact that 
McCarthy had been drinking all night. 
The murdered woman was 20 tind the 
husband 32 yeas old, T\%enty di tect 
ives are scouring the city for him. Tel- 
egrams have been sent to the chief of 
lH;lice at Cincinnati, wuruiug him to be 
on th<* lookout. All depoM are being

Shki.hyvii.i.k , Ind., May 1:5, — The 
long continued drouth and the excessive 
hot weather is bearing heavily upon tho 
farmers. Not a drop of rain has fallen 
for two weeks, and tho thermometer is 
now showing a daily temperature of 00 
liegiees. Corn is doing but little good, 
and wliat little has sprouted is being 
mowed down by the cutworm. 

The ground is hard uiid full of clods, 
many farmers realizing tho hopelessness 
of trying to get their land in planting 
contiitiou until softened by rain. The 
pastures aro showing the etfocts of the 
drouth, and iu many localities the 
wheat is burning up. Young clover is 
almost u total failure, while outs aro 
struggling for existence. Small fruits 
are doing no g<xxl, tind potato bugs are 
being devoured by bugs. A good, bard 
rain would help mattots wonderfully, 
but until tho rain comes there can be 

no relief.

Fred Base, 
who shot and killeil Orth Gambia, was 
chosen Judge, and Laugblin, who killed 
bis wife and niece near Augnata, is 
Sheriir. 

They have adopted laws against spit- 
ting on tbe floor, boisterous conduct, 
using vile or profane language, &c., &c., 
and these are strictly enforced. Oflenders 
are whipped with a strap, (iarrett 
Breckinridge, awaiting trial for murder, 
is the execntioneer. 

.Tailor .Tohn^ioii say-j the 'uricty has 
ed'ected a remarkable improvement in 
the conduct of the prisoners. The noise 
they formerly inali- ^rrcatly annoyed a 
young lady who waa very sick at hei- 
home on Fourth street just south of the 
jail, and Mr. .Tohnaon told thorn of this, 
and bis comi)laint rofulted in the organi- 
zation of the society. 

The society details two of its members 
to clean up the cells each day. The cells 
have been papered. When meals are 
served, there's no longer a scramble but 
every man awaits his turn and quietly 
takes hia tray from the waiter. 

While in the jail one day tiiis week, 
Mr. Johnson violated one of the rules of 
the society and was notitiod if ho did 
that again thoy w ^uld have to punish 
him.
